politeness is something which may bt acquired through in­ 
fraction during the school age, it will probably be found 
that 
he child who is most polite has had teaching along 
that line before attaining school age. 
lf some training is 
neglected, tile task of the teacher-will be greater. 
Many children are lacking in the principles of politeness 
— a grace which is not inherent, but is acquired by limitation 
♦ -I o t h e r s and by careful teaching of the things that make for 
polite conduct, 
the rules of the Boy Scouts have done much 
to overcome deficiencies in politeness in boys. 
The scouts 
teach that it is not unmanly to exercise those graces in con­ 
duct which many b o y s appear to regard as effeminate. 
The 
scouts are taught that politeness is one of the first evidences 


o f manliness, and they are recreant to their obligations if 
they regard it lightly. 
\Y by should not politeness be made a part of the instruc­ 
tion of every’ grade school? For a few years, at least, it 
might be necessary* to teach politeness in the high schools, 
for it is not certain that the critic of conduct would find 
everything to his liking in the higher classes.
